1945..  On  5  April  i.945  I  was  sent  to  Ozuri,  Japan  Doer  Tokyo ,  a  regular 
pri&oner  of  war  camp.  I  was  r-.'.eac.d  from  ii-jie  'n  29  August  19^5, 


I  personally  witnessed  r any  atroeitiaa  and  mil  treatment  of 
Amor  lean  citicer.s  while  T  w,.a  held  prisoner  by  the  Japanese.

takon  to  Cfuna  Naval  Prison.  I  arrived  at  Nfur.r.  Naval  ^riscn,  wh4ch 
is  about  tv/er.ty  miles  south  of  Tokye ,  cr.  V  November  1P44.  he  we re- 
marched  about  c wo  and  ^r. ’-half  -ilea  fro--  the  train  to  '  fur. a  Naval 
Frison.  Luring  this  march  we  were  baref  >Cted  and  had  no  clothint. 
except  a  shirt  and  parts  v.'h ich  had  beor.  riven  us  at  the  Javanese  Any 
Camp  on  Formosa.  No  vi re  also  made  to  curry  the  bag -t  e  of  th- 
tuards  vhc  accompanied  us.  1  do  not  re: ill  the  names  of  any  of 
those  guards.  her  v/o  got  to  Cfur.a  Naval  Prison  we  were  given  tennis 
shoes  which  were  mostly  worn  out,  a  toolh  brush,  tcoth  powder,  a 
small  piece  of  soap,  a  canvas  jumper,  and  trouoera. 

No  vern  told  that  v/r  were  to  bow  to  the  Jator.esc 
i  uards  when  they  passed  near  us,  and  wh?n  a  Japanese  warrant  officer 
or  na^al  officer  came  near  us  we  wore  to  cone  to  attention  and  then 
bow.  ”e  were  also  told  that  we  were  to  any  good  nornin-  and  good 
even  in/.-  to  thf  guards  es  ve  bowed.  We  v?erc  also  req-ired  to  fill 
out  a  personal  histcry  3tr.ter.mt  wb.ici  had  the  above  rules  m  in  tod. 
on  it.  r/o  wore  also  instructed  that  we  were  not  to  s^oak  tc  each 
otner  except  when  given  special  permission.

Ofunc-lfcval  Pj iscn  had  about  sixty  four  prisoners  of 
war  at  this  time.  There  were  several  on'-story  buildings  with  a 
connound.  The  building  to  which  I  was  confined  had  a  corridor 
about  two  hundred  feet  long  which  opened  in  the  middle.  The 
colls  were  or.  both  sides  of  this  corridor.  I  and  the  other  eight 
prisoners  from  the  submarine  TANG  wrro  confined  separately  at 
Cfuns  and  wore  net  allowed  tc  mix  with  the  other  "risenms  until 
some  tiro  in  January  1945 .  While  r,t  Ofur.a  Naval  ^rioor.  we  were 
given  a  atp  of  rice  and.  cup  cf  water  at  each  m.r.l  and  wore 
given  no  ether  food  at  any  time  except  when  we  were  allowed  to 
have  Red  Crocs  packages.  I  was  told  by  one  cf  the  guards  (EE?JL-Y 
that  other  food  such  as  fish  and  meat  was  s-  r.t  to  the  prison  for 
the  prisoners  but  that  the  guards  appropriated  th43  for  their 
own  use  or  sold  it  in  the  black  market. 
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The  prrscr.  in  charge  of  Ofur.a  Naval  ?.  i  3 or.  was  r.  warrant 
officer  of  the  Japanese  Navy  who  was  kr.ov  r.  as  :lThe  Mummy11 .  He 
was  about  fi-e  feet  four  inches  tall  ar.  l  weighed  or  -  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds.  He  had  thro  otb'r  p-  tty  officers  ar  assistants 
whose  names  I  never  knew.  (F.M.  CAVFPIY,  !}Tlc  had  their  names 
written  dr.wr.  at  one  tim.  ;  he  nay  still  h-.v  this  or  remember 
their  names.  Major  BCYINOTOH,  USMC,  also  ’me--  their  names  .  A 
Japanese  known  as  "Congo  CHO",  who  was  a  Chief  Pharmacist's  Mate 
in  the  Japanese  Imperial  Navy  ard  fcsierly  a  scenario  writer,  was 
the  prison  d.octor.  There  were  about  ten  to  twelve  Japanese 
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Bcanen  guards.  The  3epr.cn  guards  whoa  I  can  recall  wcrct  NISHI 
who  was  head  of  the*  sc. men  group  and  was  about  five  feet  two  inches 
tall,  had  very  had  ryes,  and  weighed  about  one  hundred  ?nd  twenty 
pounds;  Wallis  ton  0B..aA  who  was  about  five  feet  five  inches  tall, 
v/oithed  about  one  hundred  a:Kl  fifty  pounas,  had  a  very  resy 
complexion  one  v/p.s  known  as  "Posy" ;  SSHATA  who  was  f  i”e  feet 
two  inches  tall  enu  weighed  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds 
and  looked  a  lot  like  IT  1  SI" I  j  ’’Silver  Tooth"  a  euard  with  a  lot 
of  silver  teeth  in  the  front  of  his  r.outh  (T .never  knew  his  name); 
and  Suburo  K1KSAY.  I  do  not  rer.c-ber  the  names  of  any  of  the 
other  fjuards.  :I1S  I  and  SEGaTA  vert  the  leaders  of  the  rear.en 
gu svd s  and  caused  most  o.  the  trouble,  ouburo  rTDHCAY  never  beat 
any  of  the  prisoner?  to  ny  knowledge  and  did  all  he  could  to  help 
us.

'•’hen  vo  first  arrived  at  Ofunr  they  began  to  question 
us.  Tliis  questioning  we.3  done  by  three  officers  who  ’-ere  the 
Board  of  Inquiry  for  Oiuaa  from  Yoskoska  Naval  Station.  They 
’'ere  over  the  warrant  efflcsr  in  chrrye  end  ve  were  supposed 
to  make  any  complaints  or  recrue3  ts  of  tncm.  After  vs  had  been 
questioned  the  officers  would  leave  instructions  for  us  to  be 
beaten  by  the  guards  if  our  questioning  had  not  pleased  them. 

During  the  whole  tine  that  we  were  at  Cfune  ve  were 
required  to  scrub  the  corridor  between  th<  cells  in  our  building. 

This  scrubbing  wr.s  done  with  a  knot  of  line  which  we  clipred  in 
the  water  and  then  were  made  to  line  up  two  at  a  tire  at  the 
entrance  of  the  corridor,  he  wore  made  to  bend  over  in  a  stooping 
position  with  our  feet  cn  the  floor  and  our  hands,  on  the  mop. 

At  a  si/sial  we  were  told  to  start  and  lun  all  the  way  to  the 
end  of  the  corridor  and  back  again.  If  we  die  not  run  fast  enough 
to  suit  the  guards  the  guard  behind  us  would  strike  us.  If  we 
slipped  and  fell  down  or  fell  for  any  other  reason  the  guard 
v'ould  beat  us  until  we  arose  end  started  on.  During  the  winter 
it  was  so  cold  that  the  water  would  freeze  or.  the  deck  before  we 
were  through  end  we  would  slir  or.  the  ice.  After  about  four 
trips  we  would  be  sn  tired  that  ve  would  fall  down  many  times 
in  the  round  trip  but  the  guards  never  stopped  at  this  and 
always  made  us  make  about  two  more  round  tries. 

.0.1  of  the  guards  at  the  orison  except  HSkSAY  partici¬ 
pated  in  this  "rat  race1'  with  the  ex.ee'  tlcn  cf  the  warrant 
officer  and  chief  petty  officers.  Tu*  warrant  officer  and 
chief  petty  officers  and  Gcngo  OHO,  the  comp  doctor,  ail  knew 
this  v/as  goiii{  on  and  often  cano  to  watch  it. 
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In  the  other  eide  af  our  building  were  nor fined  American 
pilots  who  had  leer,  shot  f.ov.n  -z  various  tires  and  taken  captive. 

These  ui.iots  weie  cade  to  -.up  the  other  side  of  the  ccmlor, 
in  front  of  ihsir  cells  in  the  sane  nanner  that  we  were  required 
to  cop  our  side.  aJ  though  t.he  guards  neve  r  \  ai led  until  they 
fell  down  to  stare  beating  then  but  always  began  lea- in  then  at 
the  beginning  ar.&  >•?«"■,  the-  all  the  way  do  •m  the  corridor  and 
all-  the  *v.y  bach.  Auag  these  r:lot3  was  a  FdP  "llot  by  the 
race  of  5LVC  (jhu )  who  .•••.»  shot  down  over  Foruo«a  in  October  1944 
and  who  had  arrived  at  C-.na  before  I  did .  -'iO  had  r.o  uhy 3 
defects  to  ny  knowl  edge . 

Cne  no  ruing  in  1  ate  Doce-ber  or  early  January  of  1945  vdiile 
B-10  was  being  beaten  by  C.  L.TA  and  ''S:lver  Tooth”  in  the  ,!rat 
race",  cr.e  of  the  blows  fell  upon  his  seine,  paralyzing  hie 
fro r.  the  hips  down.  Ke  Jrriediatoly  fell  to  the  floor  and  could 
{ 0  no  farther,  v'hereoncn  CFU.Ta  and  "Silver  Toe th”  beat  hie.  for 
e.bout  twenty  cir.utes  v'ith  clubs  which  wore  about  the  rise  of 
baseball  bats.  At  the  end  of  thi 3  boating  1  >10 ,  who  was  uncon¬ 
scious.  wa3  picked  up  and  thrown  in  his  cell.  I  was  standing 
near  the  entrance  to  the  building  at  the  tire  and  3aw  most  of 
this  beating.  I  heard  fren  ether  prisoners,  whose  nrneo  I  can 
not  recall  now,  that  the  guards  w«nt  into  his  coll  and  beat 
hin  after  tnis  but  I  don't  know  how  ctnv  tines  or  how  severe 
the  beatings  were.  About  a  week  after  the  first  beating  Congo 
CFO  told  re  that  *1.0  wa3  going  to  die  that  night,  which  he  did. 
Commander  0:KAUi.  and  F.M.  C.-eVadlY,  one  of  the  pilots,  either 
saw  or  heard  these  subsequent  beat  in, >r  ard  ray  know  which  guards 
did  the  beating.  Olhois  \.ho  zinj  have  v'itnecsed  the  above 
beatings  of  BiO  were:  Staff  Sergeant  Gene  BIRD.3LL,  US.ui?. 

Lieutenant  D^.VIDSOU  ( FhU ) ,  USS  '.’ASP,  end  Frank  C ■  C-AL-ii'. .  reporter 
fror.  the  "Philadelphia  Inquirer"* 

The  first  beatin(  that  I  recall  occurred  on 
c6  1'over.ber  1944.  Cn  this  occasion  we  were  told  that  we  had 
not  been  bowing  deep  enough  to  the  gu-  rda  and  had  not  been 
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sh  win-’  then  -*ropor  respect  which  hod  boc-n  noticed  by  the  Board 
of  Inquiry.  Ml  of  the  prisoners  wore  then  marched  into  the  com¬ 
pound  and  twonty-s  :-ven  of  the1"  were  lined  up,  with  the  rest  oi  th^ 
orison  rs  watch  in/?  from  their  position,  I  was  not  ■’’no  of  the 
twenty- seven  and  I  cannot  now  recall  the  names  of  the  twenty-seven 
who  were  beaten.  All  cf  the  guards  and  Congo  CHO  Participated  in  , 
the  ns<=  beating.  The  warrant  officer  and  petty  officers  watch-d 
it.  The  "uard  HERS AY  was  the  only  guard  who  did  not  participate.  , 
These  twenty-seven  prisoners  ware  struck  thirty  tines  each  by 
various  guards  with  clubs  about  the  sizo  of  biseball  bats 
Congo  CHO  used  a  piece  of  two-by-four  about  throe  foot  long. 

During  this  beating  Lieutenant  Lillian  HARRIS,  US!.'C,  was  suffering 
fron  beri  beri  and’w's  in  a  very  weakened  condition;  he  lost  con- 
scoiousnes  on  the  third  blow  and  Congo  CHO  had  the  guards  pick 
him  up  and  hold  him  for  the  rest  ,  of  the  beating.  Commander 
FITZGERALD,  who  was  struck  on  the  spine,  collapsed  and  the  warrant 
officer  in  charge  ordered  the  guards  not  to  beat  him  any  more. 

'While  I  vcls  at  Ofuna  there  was  an  Ensign  FLINN  who  was 
imprisoned  with  the  aviators  and  who  had  been  shot  down  over 
Formosa  in  October.  He  contacted  dysentery  and  couldn  t  oat  his 
food.  The  guards  took  his  regular  food  .away  from  him  for  about 
ten  days  -nd  fed  him  on  .a  dry  rice  mixture.  During  this  time  he 
was  beaten  by  the  .guards  in  his  cell  because  he  couldn  t  leav^ 
his  coll  and  because  he  wasn't  able  to  get  uo.  I  was  told  y 
Corrondor  O'KMB  that  FLINN  died  after  I  loft  ?f«na.  FI ^1™  was  ' 
in  solitary  confinement  across  from  my  cell  part  of  tht.  time  n 
I  was  ableto  see  sore  of  the  beatings.  I  recall  seeing  NISHI 
beat  him  once  and  ODER!  beat  him  once.  I  do  i not  1 know  "hethor  any 
of  the  other  prisoners  saw  those  boatings  but  I  taliavo  they  did. 

I  know  that  some  of  the  prisoners  who  were  in  solitary  confine¬ 
ment  near  him  heard  the  guards  beat  him.  _ 

Shortly  after  T  arrived  at  Ofuna  Congo  CHO  asked  mo  to  make 
h*m  a  model  airplane,  which  I  did.  Congo  CHO  was  pleased  wit 
this  model  airplane  and  made  me  his  assistant  in  January,  which 
position  I  hid  until  I  left  Ofuna  in  April.  My  duties  were  to 
keep  Con^o  CIIO's  quarters  clean,  shine  his  shoes,  put  out  th- 
medicine  for  him  and  wash  bandages.  There  were  oth^r  odd  Jobs 
which  I  do  not  recall  at  this  time,  _ 

Some  time  in  January  Lieutenant  (Jg)  Richard  HUNT,  who  was 
formerly  attached  to  the  U.S.S.  HANCOCK,  had  been  shot  down  ov.r 
Hong  Kong  and  was  brought  to  Ofuna  Naval  Prison.  1  saw  him  f o 
few  moments  when  they  first  brought  him  in.  I  was  about  fifty 
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f  -t  away.  His  rioht  arn  was  bandaged  at  the  tine  and  ho  had 
bl  ody  bandies  fr or  his  hips  down.  Tho  next  day  Richard  HUNT  was 
"ndo  to  walk  from  his  cell  to  Congo  CHO's  offico  which  was  about 
two  hundred  yards  away.  At  this  tine  Richard  HUNT  vns  in  such  a 
condition  that  ho  staggered  nost  of  tho  way  to  Congo  CHO's  offico. 
His  wounds  were  poorly  bandaged  and  blood  was  running  out  of  the 
bandages  on  his  logs,  Congo  CHO  kept  HUNT  in  his  offico  for  about 
half  an  h'uir  and  I  believe  that  ho  nay  have  changed  HUNT'S  bandages 
at  tho  tiro  but  I  don't  recall  having  to  wash  the  old  bandages 
afterwards.  A  few  days  later  Congo  CHO  sent  ne  and  Charles  ROGERS,. 
Chief  Telegraph  r,  British  Royal  Navy,  who  was  also  a  prisoner,  to 
HUNT'S  cell  to  bring  hin  to  Congo  CHO's  offico,  7/e  placed  HUNT  on 
a  stretcher  and  carried  hin  to  Conrro  CIIO's  office.  When  we 
arrived  there  Congo  CHO  had  us  hold  the  stretcher  beside  a  bench  ini 
Congo  CHO's  office  while  Congo  CKO  rolled  HUNT  off  tho  stretcher 
onto  the  bench  ri”ht  on  HUNT'S  right  am  which  was  broken  and  had 
not  bo_n  sot.  I  could  soe  it  had  not  boon  set  even  though  it  was  . 
bandaged  by  the  angle  of  his  arn.  HUNT  told  no  once  that  they  had 
never  set  it  and  that  it  was  a  conpound  fracture.  I  never  saw  the  • 
arn  unbandagod.  '”0  were  nade  to  leave  the  offico  and  wait  outside 
the  door  for  about  forty-fivo  ninutes  when  Congo  CHO  called  us 
back  in  to  take  HUNT  back  to  his  coll,  HUNT'S  bandages  had  been 
chanced  by  Congo  CHO  but  HUNT  told  us  on  the  way  back  to  tho  cell  | 
that  Congo  CHO  had  hurt  hin  very  badly  and  asked  us  never  to  take 
hin  back  to  Congo  CHO's  office. 

» 

HUNT  stayed  in  his  coll  for  about  another  week  boforo  Congo 
CIIO  had  ROGERS  and  ne  bring  hin  to  his  office  again.  During  this 
week  HUNT  was  in  3Uch  a  state  that  he  was  not  able  to  feed  hinself 
and  Congo  CHO  would  not  allow  any  of  the  prisoners  to  go  into  his 
cell  to  help  hin  eat  nor  did  any  of  the  guards  help  HUNT  eat.  The 
ntards  would  take  HUNT'S  food  to  hire  and  core  back  later  and  take 
it  away  when  they  found  he  had  not  eaten  it.  Tho  second  tino  we 
carried  HUNT  to  Congo  CHO's  offico  Congo  CHO  made  us  lay  the 
stretcher  with  HUNT  on  it  on  the  wooden  bench  and  then  nado  us 
leave.  Congo  CHO  called  us  back  about  half  an  hour  later  to  get 
HUNT.  When  we  got  HUNT  out  of  his  offico  HUNT  said  that  Congo 
CHO  had  hurt  hin  very  badly  but  did  not  describe  how  and  it  w^s 
obvious  th^t  Congo  CHO  had  not  changed  any  of  his  bandages  and  I 
know  that  I  did  not  wash  any  dirty  bandages  after  this  and  none  of 
the  clean  bandaaes  in  Congo  CHO's  office  had  been  used.  I  don't 
know  wheth_r  Con^o  CHO  ever  beat  HUNT  or  struck  hin  ''s  I  was  not 
present  *t  Con^o  CHO's  office  while  he  had  HUNT  there  and  I  never 
saw  Congo  CIIO  or  any  of  the  guards  beat  hin  at  any  other  tiro. 

On  one  of  the  occasions  when  we  carried  HUNT  to  Congo  CKO's 
offico  a  Jap  doctor  fron  tho  Yoskoska  Naval  Station  w as  there  and 
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snw  IIUNT’s  condition*  About  one-  week  after  the  lost  tine  we  carried 
i  1  .IT  to  Congo  CKO’s  office  HUNT  died  in  the  hight,  which  was  either’ 
16  or  17  February.  The  next  day  I,  ROGERS,  and  some  of  the  other  , 
prisoners  buried  HUNT’S  body.  HUNT  was  in  Ofuna  Naval  Prison  for 
about  one  month  before  ho  died.  The  only  tines  that  Congo  CKO  saw 
hir,  to  ry  knowledge,  were  on  the  three  occasions  mentioned.  I  do 
not  believe  that  Congo  CHO  over  wont  to  HUNT'S  cell  because  the 
stench  there  was  terrible  as  Congo  CKO  only  allowed  no  to  clean  the 
coll  twice.  So^e  of  the  other  prisoners  and  I  sneaked  into  HUNT’S 
o :11  several  tines  when  the  guards  were  not  looking  to  cover  hin 
and  try  to  make  hin  comfortable,  as  it  was  very  cold  and  HUNT  was 
unable  to  keep  covers  on  himself. 

During  the  winter  of  1°44  and  194?  there  was  no  heat  in  our 
prison.  The  cr\n\:  through  the  walls  were  large  enough  for  snow  to 
sift  in  on  the  dooKS  of  the  cells  and  it  was  very  hard  for  us  to 
keep  warn.  There  wore  ^any  other  boatings  which  I  witnessed  at 
Ofuna  but  I  cannot  recall  their,  now.  However,  I  was  not  beaten  1 
after  I  became  Congo  CKO's  assistant  except  on  the  day  before  I 
loft  Ofuna  Naval  Prison  when  I  and  all  the  other  prisoners  were 
lined  up  by  the  guards  and  nade  to  bend  over  in  a  stooping  position. 
The  guards  then  asked  us  to  sign  written  statements  that  we  had 
stolen  Rod  Cross  packages  from  the  room  in  which  they  were  kept, 
v/o  refused  to  do  this  and  the  guards  boat  us  for  about  twenty 
minutes.  The  reason  the  guards  did  this  was  because  wc  were  not 
riven  all  of  the  led  Cross  packages  which  were  sent  to  Ofuna  Naval 
Prison.  As  far  as  I  can  remember  I  got  one  Red  Cross  package  on 
Christmas  and  one  some  time  in  January,.  The  guard  HERSAY  and 
other  prison. rs  told  mo  that  the  other  guards  tind  carried  some  of 
the  Red  Cross  packages  to  their  homos  and  that  when  the  Inquiry 
Board  found  out  that  thore  were  some  Red  Cross  packages  missing, 
the  guards  tried  to  got  us  to  make  written  confessions  so  that  they 
could  tell  the  Inquiry  Board  that  we  had  stolon  the  Red  Cross 
packs  ges.
